Dr.  Harry  Schwartz 

Dr.  Schwartz  is  specialist  on 
Soviet  Russia  for  the  New  York 
Times,  and  is  on  leave  from  Syra¬ 
cuse  university,  where  he  is  as¬ 
sociate  professor  of  economics. 
Graduates  In  1940. 

A  Pulitzer  scholarship  student 
at  Columbia  university,  Schwartz 
was  graduated  valedictorian  of  the 
class  of  1940.  He  received  his 
master's  and  doctor’s  degrees 
from  Columbia  and  has  taught 
there,  at  Brooklyn  college  and  at 
Syracuse.  During  the  war  he 
served  with  the  War  Production 
board  and  with  the  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Dr.  Schwartz  has  for  years  been 
amassing  data  on  the  Soviet 
Union,  interviewing  people  who 
have  been  there  and  analyzing 
Russian  intelligence.  He  has  read 
Pravda,  official  Kremlin  daily, 
every  day  for  the  past  seven  years. 
Soviet  organs  have  denounced 
him  frequently  for  telling  the 
truth  about  the  USSR  and  have 
called  him  a  “capitalistic  intelli¬ 
gence  agent." 

Boldyreff  Son  of  General. 

Boldyreff.  the  other  member  of 
the  duo,  is  the  son  of  a  White 
Russian  general  who  was  executed 
by  the  Bolsheviks.  He  has  been 
fighting  an  underground  w  a  r 
against  Stalin  ever  since  he  was 
12  years  old,  in  and  out  of  Russia, 
and  since  1947  in  America. 

Born  in  Russia  and  educated  in 
Europe,  Boldyreff's  personal  his¬ 
tory  has  been  a  succession  of  dan¬ 
gers,  periods  in  both  Nazi  and 
Soviet  concentration  camps,  ar¬ 
rests  as  a  spy,  and  so  on.  His  ex¬ 
perience  with  Russia  is  first  hand, 
from  the  inside. 

Appears  In  Reader's  Digest. 

Boldyreff  is  professor  of  psycho¬ 
logical  warfare  at  Georgetown 
university.  His  article  “We  Can 


Constantine  Boldyreff 

Win  the  Cold  War"  appeared  in 
the  November,  1950,  Reader’s  Di¬ 
gest,  and  has  been  widely  re¬ 
printed  and  quoted.

Rev.  Theodore  Baudler 
To  Discuss  'One  World' 

The  Rev,  Theodore  Baudler,  re¬ 
cently  installed  as  pastor  of  the 
Earlville-Hopkinton  parish,  will 
speak  at  Tuesday’s  convo  on  the 
subject  “One  World." 

Pastor  Baudler  was  born  and 
raised  in  America,  attending  Wart- 
burg  college  in  Clinton,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1933.  Later 
he  followed  his  father  and  mother 
to  Germany,  was  caught  by  the 
war  and  remained  there,  serving 
as  a  pastor  in  the  Russian  zone. 
Forced  to  flee  in  1950,  he  served 
for  a  time  in  the  American  zone, 
then  returned  to  America.

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Step  Three— Now  Or  Later? 

Wartburg  dedicated  another  building  last  Sunday  after¬ 
noon,  and  immediately  star-gazers  began  dreaming  of  a 
glorious  Centennial  celebration  next  fall.  The  scene  they  en¬ 
visioned  included  the  dedication  of  a  new  women’s  dormitory, 
standing  on  windswept  North  field. 

To  many,  immediate  fulfillment  of  the  dream  seems 
remote.  Perhaps  it  is— but  Homecomers  heard  ail  last  week¬ 
end  that  Wartburg’s  destiny  is  unlimited.  If  the  future  is  so 
promising,  why  ignore  it  for  five  or  ten  years?  The  future 
begins  right  now! 

Even  though  last  year's  Ingathering  produced  the  south 
wing  of  Luther  hall,  it  was  a  flop.  Planners  anticipated  enough 
funds  to  realize  at  least  two  steps  in  the  expansion  program — 
the  wing  PLUS  the  women’s  dorm.  The  failure  of  the  In¬ 
gathering  to  produce  proved  that  the  next  drive  will  probably 
have  to  be  of  a  somewhat  different  nature.  But  why  wait? 

It  is  the  opinion  of  many  that  a  new  dorm  would  bring, 
almost  immediately,  another  200  students  to  Wartburg.  In 
recent  years  many  women  have  come  to  this  school  planning 
to  register,  then  left  after  viewing  the  inadequate  living  facil¬ 
ities  available. 

Wartburg  is  the  fastest  growing  college  in  the  state— 
perhaps  the  entire  midwest.  No  other  coeducational  institu¬ 
tion  in  Iowa  showed  an  enrollment  gain  this  fall.  With  dormi¬ 
tory  room  for  150  more  students,  Wartburg  could,  within  a 
few  years,  become  the  largest  school  in  the  Iowa  conference. 

How  to  raise  the  needed  two  or  three  hundred  thousand 
is,  of  course,  the  unsolved  problem.  But  the  dream  is  not 
beyond  possibility.  In  the  south  wing  and  the  Knights  gym¬ 
nasium  two  other  such  dreams  have  reached  culmination.  It 
can  happen  again! 

Long-range  planning  pays  off.  But  long-range  planning 
does  not  imply  a  wait  of  five  years  before  the  next  step. 
Action  today  could  result  in  another  glorious  dedication  dur¬ 
ing  Wartburg’s  100th  year.

Pass  The  Dowry,  Harry 

There's  going  to  be  a  wedding  soon — a  wedding  of  world-shatter¬ 
ing  significance!  The  occasion  is  the  coming  “marriage"  of  Italy  to 
the  United  States  and  its  European  defense  program.  The  marriage 
license  will  take  the  form  of  a  new  treaty,  to  replace  the  one  of  1947 
that  concluded  the  last  war  with  Italy. 

Since  Uncle  Sam  conquered  Italy,  he  has  persisted  in  wooing 
her  with  a  view  toward  matrimony.  His  motives  are  unquestion¬ 
ably  something  besides  love.  He  has  decided  that  an  alliance  at 
this-  time  would  be  useful.  Thus  the  marriage  will  take  place, 
and  the  wedding  bells  will  ring.  Italy  hopes  they  will  ring  out 
her  old  treaty,  which  drastically  limits  the  size  of  her  armed 
forces,  completely.  And  her  wedding  ring?  That  she  would  pre¬ 
fer  in  high  grade  Italian  steel  .  .  .  around  Trieste.  Of  course. 
Uncle  Sam  buys  the  ring.  Harry  Truman  has  decided  that  the 
Pope  will  perform  the  ceremony. 

About  one  wefk  from  the  time  he  bombasted  the  Kremlin  for  its 
complete  lack  of  faith  in  observance  of  treaties,  Truman  turned  to 
Italy  and  said  she  could  go  ahead  and  tear  up  her  peace  treaty  of 
1947,  to  which  Russia  was  a  signee.  Expediency  is  again  the  policy. 
To  strengthen  the  defenses  of  Europe  against  Communism  and  to 
settle  the  political  situation  in  southern  Europe,  it  is  claimed,  a  sizable 
Italian  army  is  needed. 

The  world's  greatest  polygamist,  Joe  Stalin,  finds  himself 
only  the  "best  man"  at  this  wedding,  after  also  courting  Italy. 
That,  as  at  all  wedding  ceremonies,  is  really  only  "second  best 
man."  He'll  witness  the  ceremony.  But  if  this  disappointed 
suitor  does  not  "forever  hold  his  peace,"  Uncle  Sam  may  be  in  for 
more  trouble.  Every  move  that  we  make  toward  strengthening 
European  defenses,  though  it  may  only  be  the  gaining  of  op¬ 
portunists  like  Italy  to  our  side,  brings  us  closer  to  the  provocation 
of  Russian  attack.  Our  state  department  has  decided  that  it  must 
take  this  gamble. 

But  if  one  listens  carefully  to  the  wedding  chimes,  one  can  detect 
a  rather  brassy  clang.  Rumor  has  it  that  the  bride  is  marrying  for 
money.  Italy  has  an  unemployment  figure  at  present  of  over  two 
million.  She  wants  to  solve  her  economic  problems  by  using  American 
dollars  to  increase  her  armed  forces  and  to  set  up  another  war-making 
industry;  she  insists  on  having  the  northern  Adriatic  seaport  of  Trieste, 
which  Yugoslavia  also  claims,  before  she  will  supply  troops  for  the 
NATO;  she  has  already  filed  a  claim  for  restoration  of  all  Italian 
colonies  in  Africa  and  she  refuses  to  consider  any  concessions  in  the 
area  of  religious  toleration.  Does  that  sound  like  “settling  the  situ¬ 
ation?"  Uncle  Sam,  look  out  for  that  rolling  pin!

Gym  Shocks  Piaslro, 
But  Proves  Satisfactory 
According  To  Conductor

Mishel  Piastro  admitted  he  had 
had  a  bad  moment  last  Sunday 
when  he  saw  that  his  concert  hall 
in  Waverly  was  to  be  a  gymnasi¬ 
um.  But  backstage  after  the  per¬ 
formance  he  expressed  absolute 
satisfaction  with  the  acoustics 
here  —  and  with  his  audience. 

"You  never  know,"  ne  said  with 
a  distinctive  accent.  "Sometimes 
in  a  gymnasium  you  can’t  hear 
yourself,  and  sometimes  there  is 
an  echo.  Here,  there  was  no  echo." 

He  smiled  and  went  on,  saying, 
“It  gives  me  a  wonderful  feeling 
to  see  an  audience  of  happy  faces, 
relaxed  faces,  not  straining  to 
understand  the  music." 

Gracious  To  Visitors. 

Although  the  Longines  Sympho¬ 
nette  maestro,  a  short,  rotund 
man,  had  little  time,  he  was  as 
gracious  to  backstage  visitors  as 
to  the  audience,  which  begged  sev¬ 
eral  encores  from  him. 

His  wife,  whom  he  calls 
"Pooch,"  is  a  tall,  striking  blonde. 
She  was  holding  the  leash  of 
Amber,  a  small,  silky  cocker  span¬ 
iel,  the  third  member  of  their  im¬ 
mediate  traveling  party.  Mrs. 
Piastro  explained  that  "the  boys 
go  in  the  bus  and  we  three  in  the 
car  —  a  Kaiser-Frazer."

Opening  with  a  Kreisler  compo¬ 
sition,  "Praeludium  and  Allegro,” 
the  program  seemed  to  build  to  a 
peak,  not  gaining  full  apprecia¬ 
tion  until  the  fourth  number,  the 
familiar  Bach  Aria.  Here,  the 
string  section  showed  its  true  rich¬ 
ness  and  fullness.  The  following 
selection,  “Moto  Perpetuo,"  spot¬ 
lighting  Conductor  Mishel  Piastro 
and  four  violinists  in  unison,  again 
charmed  the  audience  and  neces¬ 
sitated  an  intermission  encore. 

Perhaps  the  best  indication  of 
audience  approval  came  in  the 
opening  number  of  the  second 
portion,  “Orpheus  in  Town,”  by 
the  Swedish  composer  Hilding 
Rosenberg.  Featuring  loud  brass, 
unusual  rhythms,  tambourines  and 
trombone  slides,  this  modernistic 
composition  met  with  wild  ova¬ 
tions,  something  previously  un¬ 
known  among  Wartburg  audiences 
in  the  department  of  modernism. 
'Clare  De  Lune'  Please*. 

Audience  familiarity  showed  its 
effects  in  the  next  selection, 
“Clare  De  Lune”  by  Debussy.  Al¬ 
though  the  number  has  received 
better  treatment,  it  was  neverthe¬ 
less  well  done  and  well  received 
by  the  audience.  Again  the  strings 
stood  out  as  being  perhaps  the 
strongest  section  of  the  group. 

After  the  next  presentation, 
"Zigeunerweisen,"  the  concert 
seemed  anti-climactic  and  at  times 
a  bit  boring.  It  went  slowly  but 
steadily  downhill  and  many  of  the 
listeners  became  restless.  But  the 
second  encore,  "Moonlight  Sona¬ 
ta,"  theme  of  the  Symphonette, 
brought  them  back  to  complete 
attention,  and  the  program  ended 
amid  enthusiastic  ovations.

Wartburg’s  Halloween  celebration  manifested  itself  spectacularly 
in  a  laugh-filled  hour  and  a  half  of  "tricks  or  treats"  on  the  stage 
of  the  Little  Theater  last  Wednesday  and  Thursday  evenings.  Ancient 
Ephesus  came  to  life  once  more  as  an  all-star  cast  of  Wartburg 
Players  reenacted  Shakespeare’s  farcical  "Comedy  of  Errors  before 
sell-out  crowds. 

Despite  the  over-all  high  caliber  of  talent  displayed,  some  new, 
some  seasoned,  it  wasn't  hard  to  point  out  the  outstanding  char¬ 
acters.

Ed  Roleder  as  one  Antipholus  and  Dale  Becker  as  the 
other  lived  their  confusion  quite  convincingly— several  times  to  the 
point  of  reality,  but  their  interpretation  was  next  to  complete. 

Ill-used  womanhood  was  epitomized  in  Bernice  Hilmer  (Adriana, 
the  wife  of  Antipholus  of  Ephesus),  who  portrayed  the  part  like  a 
professional.  And  her  sister,  Anna  Diers  (Luciana),  delivered  ex¬ 
pletives  in  a  most  creditable  manner.  Pleasant  remembrances  of 
"Noah"  came  to  mind  as  Ruth  Lechner  and  Herman  Diers  acted 
Mama  and  Papa  again,  both  with  solid  parts  done  well. 

In  a  beginning  assignment,  Phyllis  Erks  as  a  courtesan  gave 
promise  of  more  to  be  expected  in  future  productions,  while 
Deraid  Rice,  Angelo  the  goldsmith,  contributed  a  good  job  of 
acting. 

Other  noteworthy  performances  were  those  of  Darrell  Alfson 
(Solinus,  Duke  of  Ephesus),  Roger  Buttke  (Balthazar,  a  merchant),  Art 
Roepke  and  Carl  Knitt  (merchants),  Herb  Hildebrandt  (Pinch,  the 
schoolmaster)  and  Marian  Wolkenhauer  (Luce,  a  servant).  Fred  Gon- 
nerman,  Ted  Heinecken,  Duane  Koenig  and  Marvin  Lapp  also  deserve 
a  handshake.  Truly  an  all-star  cast! 

As  a  season  starter,  little  was  left  to  be  desired,  and  Director  Ray 
Wilderman,  without  a  doubt,  deserves  his  share  of  the  credit  for  a 
successful  production.  Classic  scenery,  designed  by  Director  Wilder¬ 
man,  and  costumes  by  Marianne  Schmidt  and  committee  were  tradi¬ 
tionally  superior.
